Standard Distribution of CIA/DDI 
Publications to Treasury 


1. I recommend that you authorize the responsible 
DDI Offices to place Treasury on distribution for their 
publications as stated in paragraphs 3 and 4 below.

2. Recommendations 5 and 6 of EIC Report' R 

"Economic Intelligence Requirements," June 1972, call 
for improved dissemination of classified economic 
intelligence among the agencies of the Washington 
economic community. As an outgrowth of my regular 
dealings with Victor A. Mack, Trewwuar^^nemb e r of the 
EIC, and with the approval of I have 

discussed the establishment of an automatic dissemination 
of DDI finished intelligence publications to Treasury 
with John J. McGinnis -- Treasury's representative to 
USIB -- and his staff. Such distribution would be 
additional to specific and ad hoc transmittals , e.g,, 
both codeword versions of the Central Intelligence 
Bulletin, and elite dissemination of IMs and IRs, now 
made to Treasury officials. 

3. The Office of the Assistant Secretary for 
International Affairs (CASIA) is the principal operational 
and research 'tfnfity within Treasury for matters related 

to the formulation and execution of US foreign policy. 
Accordingly, McGinnis requests that they be served 
directly with non -codeword DDT publications. After
